SCHOOL ACTS ~ 


TO BE AMENDED | 
Been Settled Satisfactorily| BY LEGISLATURE! 


Voting on Question of Conselidat- 
ed Schools in Future to Be 
by Ballot 


TRUSTEES MUST BE BRITISH 


Compulsory School Attendance Is 
to Be Given Wider Ap- 
plication 


In moving the second reading of an 
Act to amend the School Ordinance, 
the School Assessment Ordinance, the 
School Grants Act, and the School 
Attendance Act, in the Legisiture on 
Saturday, Hon. Geo; P. Smith, minist- 
er of education explained briefly to 
the House the effect of the principal 
amendments asked for. 

The legislature governing the forma- 
tion of consolidated school districts is 
being entirely remodelled, Voting 
hereafter shall be by ballot. All the 
votes shall be polled at one central 
point, inetead of in each school dis- 
trict, aa heretofore. In this way it 
| will not be known which districts favor 
or oppose the scheme. The total re- 
sults will be decisive, and if the con- 
solidation is formed, al] the districts 
voting will be taken in. 

In order, however, to prevent one 
district with a large vote dominating 
the situation, town or village districts 
will be excused from voting. If the 
rural districts carry the proposal 
then the town or village school board 
will be asked to accept or reject the 
scheme by resolution. If, however, 
the ratepayers of such town or village 
districts are not satisfied with the de- 
ciaion of their board, they may de- 
mand a poll, and in that event a sepa- 
rare vote will be taken in such dis- 
trict. 


Wil Abolish Clashes, 


“The new proposals,” declared Mr. 
Smith, “will do away with the unfor- 
tunate clash between town and coun- 
try districts, and when consolidations 
are formed we may look for harmony, 
and co-operative effort. Kven thougn 
fewer consolidatione may be establish- 
ed for a time, the principle of consoll- 
dation will become more and more 
popular if unpleasantness can ‘be a- 
yoided. The amendments. provide 
aleo for voting by ballot in village 
achool districta;and another amend- 
ment provides that school trustecs 
muet hereafter be British subjects,”

amendments in the School Attendance 
Act, which will havé the effect of

These amendments will make 
the compulsory school attendance 
provisions of the Alberta law more 
etringent than in any other Province, 
Girls’ Welfare Work 


The amendment to the Women's In- 
stitute act, providing for the organiza- 
tion of girts’ clubs in affiliation with 
these institutes, was viewed with some 
apprehension by Mrs. MacKinney and 
Miss MacAdams, lest it interfere with 
the general movement for girls’ wel- 
fare as instituted by the conferences 
within the last year. Mr. Hoadley sup- 
ported this stand, holding that there 
should be one general girls’ organiza- 
tion in the province. 

Premier Stewart and Hon. Mr. Mar- 
shall were strong on the opinion that 
more beneficial results were to be 
obtained by organization amongst 
girls in rural districts, inasmuch as 
this movement would tend to assist 
and supplement the general organiza- 
tion for girls’ welfare.

Chaplain of 49th Battalion Gives

‘of the G.W.V.A. will be asked to peti- 
tion the government to acquire by 
purchase all vacant lands adjoining 
transcontinental railways in all pro- 
vinces as may be required by intend- 
ing settlers and to re-sell the said lands 
to applicants at a low rate of interest 
upon payment of ten per cent, of the 
purchase price in cash. The quantity 
of land to be sold each settler depend- 
ing on his ability to make it produc- 


tive. 
Ask For Bonus,

To Understand Embargo on 
Freight on Entire A.G.W.Ry. 


The Three Weeks’ Embargo Put 


on Freight and Passenger Service 


Owing to Soft Track Causes Some Dissatisfaction—No Trouble 
Anticipated Except Between Caches 23 and 24 


McMurray, Alta., 8—The several 
northern interests who have been and 
are shipping hundreds of tons of 
freight for extreme northern points 
to Fort MeMurray, over A. & G. Ry 
to cache 23 and 24 havo been notified 
by Premier Chas. Stewart, that an em- 
bargo on freight and pussengers !s in 
effect on the above road for three 
weeke or so, owing to unsafe track 
conditions, Just hoy this embargo 
{s placed on the roads except between 
cache 23 and 24, the people do not 
understand, as the short peice of 
lately constructed track between 23 
and 24 is the oniy part of the lI!ne 
where there has been any trouble ex- 
perienced or anticipated. The causes 
leading up to the locomotive and its 
train sliidding off the grade north of 
cache 23 on Apple Hill, and the result- 
ing fatalities, Saturday evening, April 
6th, we cannot specify, but why is 
traffic to be suspended on the balance 
of the line which has accomodated 
both freight and passengere at any 
time the rallway desired to run 
trains from Lac la Biche to cache 23 
previously. We are informed by those 
heavily interested, that the carloads 
of northern freight are being held 
up at Edmonton, Lac la Biche and

To meet the situation the govern- 
ment is taking away the right to 
charge high school fees akogether 
and is providing an additional grant 
of another $300 per room per year to 
every room giving high school nvork 
to more than six pupils in the pro- 
vince, on the condition that non-resi- 
dent pupliis are accepted without 
foes. 
This makes the total high school 
rant $600 per room per year. 
. This will mean the doubling of the 
number of points throughout the pro- 
vince where high schools may be op- 
erated. It will bring high school edu- 
cation to thousands of children who 
would otherwise have no chance. it is 
a bold policy but one that is justifiable 
from every angle. Only five per cent. 
of the rural dhildren have previously 
attended high schools. From this

University Notes 


The short courses in retail ©mer- 
chandising to be given by the Uni- 
versity of Alberta at the request of 
the Retail Merchants’ Association, will 
be held in Edmonton during the week 
ending May 31st, and in Medicine Hat 
at the annual provincial convention of 
the ossaciation on June 3,.4 and 5. 

Capt. Robert Newton, B,5.A., at pre- 
sent in the army overseas, has been 
appointed assistant professor of field 
husbandry at the university of Alber- 
ta. Capt. Newton Is returning to Can- 
ada soon to take up his duties. 

Preliminary work with'a view to 
the erection of a new building at the 
north-west corner of the Arts building 
fs already under way and every effort 
will be made to expediate its construc- 
tion. Part of this building will be 
occupied by the department of mining 
engineering and part by the faculty 
of agriculture. 

Baster holidays at the University of 
Alberta will be shorter than usual 
this year, consisting only of Good 
Friday and Saturday. Lectures will 
continue as usual on Monday morning. 
This curtailment has been necessary 
because of the time lost during the 
epidemic of influenza. 

Letters are being received at the 
University of Alberta from students 
overseas, telling of plans for the sum- 
mer and autumn. Many of these are 
coming back to take up their studies 
at the University in October. 

Nominations are now being receiv- 
ed for representatives from convo- 
cation to the senate of the University 
of Alberta. The period for receipt of 
such nominations closes on April 19. 

The eighth annual convocation of 
the University of Alberta will be held 
on Thursday, May 15th. The convo- 
cation address will be delivered by 
Rey. J. McCartney Wilson of Knox 
Presbyterian church, Calgary, who re- 
cently delighted an Edmonton au- 
dience with an.jllustrated lecture on 
“Willlam Blake.”’ 
Sunday, May 11th, the Baccalaureate 
sermon will be preached in Convoca- 
tion hall by Capt. Rev. L. H. Lang, 
Church of England chaplain to return- 
ed soldiers in Edmonton. 

A short course in public health nurs- 
ing, open to registered nurses is now 
being held in the provincial laboratory 
at the University of Alberta. To date 
seven nurses have registered for the 
course, which will be of two months’ 
duration, and will include lectures on 
school inspection, sanitation, parental 
care, rural and city hygiene, etc. The 
opening lectures are being given by 
Dr. H. C. Jamieson, acting provincial 
bacterlologist. Other lectures in the 
course will be delivered by experts 
from different centres.

| The office of the Canadian Express

| in. Otherwise business was being con- 
| fined to the minor details of the 
Canadian Express Company general 
transactions. 
| The officials claimed that they had 
some employees at work, these being 
‘at the railway depot, where the oftice 
was open and Manager George May 
i was superintending affairs on Satur- 
day morning. 

On thelr part the officais stated that 
they had no word from Montreal as to 
how negotiations are proceeding. 


Employees Hopeful. 

When the striking employees were 
interviewed on Saturday morning they 
| stated that they were anticipating that 
word might be received at any mo- 
| ment from Montreal that negotiations 

had been carried to a successful con- 
clusion. 

It was stated by them that the com- 
pany were not accepting express buel- 
ness, but that they had a man and a 
woman at work, and that they were 
attempting to handle stuff which had 
come in. 

As for goods being shipped on the 
| trains, the men eaid that the baggage- 
men had been told that they were not 
to handle express parcels. Also that a 
general notice had been sent out from 
{the Brotherhood of Expressmen giving 
instruction to all express employees 
that they were not to handle Canadian 
Express company's shipments. 

In regard to any sympathetic strike 
by other express companies’ employees 
the men stated that such was quite 
likely to happen, and that the dissat- 
isfaction was spreading to railway em- 
ployees in general, who were in accord 
with the strikers, 

The men claimed that inaccurate 
information was being sent out by the 
company’s officials, and that instead 
of being to the contrary, as stated, 
the men were thoroughly organized.

Beyond the rapids of the Great 
Slave river, at Fort Smith, there is 
no break in the navigation to the 
Arctic ocean, a direct distance of 
about 1,000 miles, with 400 miles 
additional on Great Slave lake; 
through which the main stream 
passes, as-it does through Lake 
Athabasca. There are, besides 


/ large navigable tributaries, the 


Liard and the Peel, and many 
smaller streams. 

The fur trade of this vast re- 
gion having been carried on for 
many years by way of the diffi- 
cult, dangerous and costly scow 
route down the Athabasca and its 
rapids, it was not strange that 
the. idea of direct rail connection 
between Edmonton and the prac- 
tical head of navigation and Mc- 
Murray should have been evolved. 
In dealing with the Waterways 
railways situation it is necessary 
to draw a sharp distinction be- 
tween the economic merits of the 
scheme and the methods by which 
the project was financed in its 
early stages; and of which meth, 
ods the present difficulties arise. 

In 1909, ten years ago, the legis- 
lature of Alberta granted a char- 
ter and gave a guarantee of bonds 
at the rate of ,000 a mile for 
350 miles at 5 per cent, interest. 
In addition, there was a guaran- 
tee of $400,000 for terminals at 
the same rate. At that time the 
rate of interest on government 
guaranteed bonds was four, or not 
more than four and a half per 
cent. The bonds were sold in 
New York at par and promptly 
re-sold by the purchasers at 10 
per cent. premium ; and immediate 
and direct loss to the company 
and a burden on the provincial 
guarantee of $740,000. The meth- 
ods pursued in the sale of the 
bonds were foHowed in regard to 
the preliminary work, and bills 
were run up for large sums with 
little to show for the money.. In 
the result the Rutherford-Cross 
government which was responsible 
for the charter and bond sale, 
went out of office and the Sifton 
government was formed. 

In the belief that the project 
was premature, and that the prov- 
ince needed money more urgently 
for other purposes, on the com- 
pany’s default in payment of in- 


‘terest, Premier Sifton claimed for 


the province the money realized 
from the sale of the bonds and un- 
dertook to apply it to the ordinary 
purposes of the province. A law 
suit resulted. The case was car- 
ried to the privy council. The 
privy council decided that the 
money raised for the purpose of 
building the railway to McMurray 
could not be used for any other 
purpose. The decision of the privy 
council left no other course open 
than to build the road. The Al- 
berta government made ‘an ar- 
rangement with Mr, J. D. Me- 
Arthur for the building of the 
road to McMurray which arrange- 
ment was duly ratified by the leg- 
islature. At that time Mr. Mc- 
Arthur was already engaged in 
the construction of the E.D. & 
B.C. 
Construction began, and in due 
course the rails reached Lac la 
Biche, 130 miles from Edmonton. 
A regular service has been main- 
tained to that point ever since. 
The fisheries of that and adjoin- 
ing lakes have been developed and 
an important logging business 
done with the Northwest Lumber 
company’s sawmill in the city. 
From Lac la Biche to McMurray, 
about 170 miles, there was no 
civilized settlement. War condi- 
tions made construction work dif- 
ficult and costly. Grading was 
completed to MeMurray in the fall 
of 1916, Rails were laid to the 
head of the grade into the Clear- 
water Valley, 18 miles from Mc- 
murray, in 1917. A construction 
service has been given to the end 
of steel at intervals. During the 
past winter the steel has been laid 
down the grade from the plateau 
to the valley of the Clearwater, 
and it was expected that northern 
freight would be moved freely 
over the line this spring. But the 
recent accident shows tnat the 
period of difficulty, delay and un- 
certainty has not yet been passed. 
Since 1910 some $3,330,000 of 
the $7,400,000 realized from the 
sale of the Waterways railway 
bonds have been paid out in inter- 
est. That is nearly half the 
amount realized from the bond

The railway commission refuses 
to act and says it is the business 
of parliament. 

Parliament is about to adjourn 
for Easter. Many of the members 
have already left for home. There 
is not a sufficient membership in 
attendance to warrant action. The 
members of distant residence will 
not return until a week after Eas- 
ter Monday, that is not until April 
28th. 

The change of railway time was 
made on March 28th, so that at 
best the country will be put to a 
full month of the inconvenience of 
changed and uncertain time. 

What is the matter with our 
order-in-council government that 
it first called on parliament to 
take the responsibility of changing 
the time, then when parliament 
would not do it put the change 
through the railway war board, 
and tried to get justification for 
the action from the railway. com- 
mission? Are doubts as to the ul- 
timate success of government 
by ‘‘divine right’’ beginning to 
creep into the counsels of the Union 
government? 

While the railway commission is 
to be congratulated on its good 
sense in not wishing to burn its 
fingers with such a contentious 
question its point of ‘‘no jurisdic- 
tion’’ is not well taken. The rail- 
way companies had no right to 
run their trains an hour off the 
time of their published schedules 
and without notice. And the rail- 
way commission surely has the 
power to discipline them for do- 
ing so. In refusing to protect the 
public in this matter the railway 
commission is emulating the side- 
stepping policy of the government. 

On the merits of the ques- 
tion. Parliament declared dis- 
tinctly against a change of time in 
Canada. The United States chang- 
ed time. This dislocated the con- 
nections between trains at the in. 


ternational boundary. The logical 


and reasonable thing for the 
Caniadian railways to have done 
was to make auch changes in the 
time of their trains having U.Sj 
connections as would meet the new 
conditions. If they had done this 
no one would have been hurt. 
The three transcontinental routes 
east of Winnipeg and west of Win- 
nipeg the country north of the 
C.P.R. main and Crow’s Nest lines 
would not. have been affected in 
any degree. An advance of one 
hour in train time from O.P.R. 
main line and Crow’s Nest line 
points to the boundary would not 
have interfered seriously with any 
one. The excuse given for the 
change in railway time is not a 
reason, 

Parliament Abdicates 

Its Functions, 

Control of the purse is what 
makes parliament the representa- 
tive institution of democracy. The 
government of Canada is going 
into the railroad business on a gi- 
gantic scale. Expenditures will 
run into hundreds of millions, In 
SS ne 
missionaries of the north are being 
handled over the railway as it is. 
But there was no possible justifi- 
cation for the road if that was its 
only purpose, The only way that 
the province can be protected from 
the continual future payment of 
the $370,000 yearly bond interest 
on the Waterways railway is for 
the railway to earn enough over 
and above operating expenses to 
pay it. This it can never do until 
it is in such condition as to carry 
traffic under ordinary railway 
conditions as to certainty and time 
of delivery, and as to rates. This 
can only be if the road bed from 
Lac la Biche to McMurray is put 
in condition to carry the traffic, 
and the railway has enough roll- 
ing stock to handle it. If there is 
money remaining in the treasury 
from the sale of the bonds it 
should be used to complete the 
road and provide rolling stock 
without delay. If there is not, 
the only alternative course is for 
the province to advance the money 
as a loan and see that the work is 
done.

$8,000 Among 129 Members of 
the Staff 


Bared upon length of service with 
the firm all employees of the Edmon- 
ton City Dairy, recelved cheques in ad- 
dition to their regular monthly pay, 
last Monday. This was the outcome 
of @ profit-sharing plan just adopted 
by the management of the dairy, after 
the details of the plan were discussed 
carefully by the directors of the com- 
pany. 

This plan was proposed several 
years ago, but was not. put in opera- 
tion then because the war came on 
and the time was not considered pro- 
pitious. With the ending of the war 
and return to more dependable con- 
ditions, the plan was taken up and 
adopted definitely by distribution of 
nearly elght thousand dollars among 
the men and women employed at the 
dairy. 

This definite move along the path 
of progress, not only placed the Ed- 
monton City Dairy in the front ranks 
of business firms that practice modern 
business methods, but it made wealth- 
jer 129 persons who have been on the 
dairy payroll for varying lengths of 
time, and made them, personally, hap- 
pier in proportion to their share of the 
cash distribution.

No 
doubt that may Icok like quite a large 
sum but it is not at all large when the 
volume of our business is taken into 
account, 

You see, we did about two million 
dollars’ worth of business last year and 
eight thousand dollars is small beside 
that; fn fact, it figures out to four- 
tenths of.a cent on each dollar, That 
makes it come to the point that a cus- 
tomer who bought ten dollars’ worth 
of milk tickets, or cf butter, or of 
anything we sell, paid four cents to- 
wards the eight thousand dollars we 
distributed, 

That is not much and it {fs to be re- 
membered, too, that it was the good 
services of the men and women, boys 
and girls, who got their share of our 
profits, that made these profits. Not 
only did they make It possible for us 
to share profits but the people who 
bought our goods surely got four cents 
worth of good service on each ten dol- 
lars worth they bought. We think they 
did and we believe they think so too, 

People everywhere are coming to 
feel that labor should have its fair 
share of profits made by employment 
of labor and capital. When this prin- 
ciple {s practised as widely as it is 
preached, we shall have less of these 
so-called labor troubles that are so 
easy to get and often so hard to get

Both in condolidated schools and in 
two-roomed rural achools, the gov- 
ernment has decided to make sure 
that one room will be suitably butit 
and equipped for use as a commun- 
ity hall, This room must be seated 
with movable adjustable seats, suit- 
able for adults, It will be available 
for night classes or for social func- 
tions, or public meetings of various 
kinds. The government will assume 
one-half of the cost of properly furn- 
ishing and equipping one room for 
this purpose tn each such school, The 
co-operation between the school and 
the parents should be encouraged in 
every way, and in the rural districts 
in this country. such co-operation is 
almost non-existent. 

6—Nigrt Classes 

The night classes in cities and min- 
ing centres have been established for 
some time. ‘I'he vote for night echool 
purposes this year, however, is being 
doubled with the idea of encouraging 
night class work in all non-English 
speaking rural districts, the main ob- 
ject is to encourage the study of Eng- 
ligh and to introduce some domestic 
science and clylcs. 
7—Special Teachers Training for Non- 

English Schools. 

The great need in the non-Hngtlish 
speaking schools is for competent 
Canadian teachers who will go to 
those districts and remain for a long 
enough perlod to be worth while. 
Special training is required for this 
work, A course will be put on at the 
summer echool] et the university and 
all English apeaking teachers who are 
specially recommended by an inspec- 
tor, and who will undertake to serve 
at least two years in the non-English 
speaking schools, will be given,¢ free 
of all expense either as to tuftion or 
Nying expenges, two special courses of 


‘teachers required and 


training to qualify them for thts work, 
In this way the department will have 
a knowledge of the true situation. It 
should be possible to get one hundred 
thus specially qualified and pledged 
to serve, If this can be done the cost 
may well be borne by the state, for 
this work 4s strictly of national im- 
portance and value. 


8—Loans to Soldiers for Normal 
Training . 


Full explanations have been given 
of the policy of lending government 
moftey to provide teacher training for 
returned men, and also for the sons 
or daughters of men killed at the 
front. The value of this policy to 
the returned man and also to the sol- 
dier’s widow or fatherless children, Is 
only one side of the question: the 
value of the policy to the state, by 
virtue of the additional number of 
male teachers which it will secure, is 
of still greater importance, The pol- 
icy already appears to point the wry

Death of a 


Contributed. 
From an English newspaper, The 
Hull Times, of Feb. 15th last, it is 


learned that a truly notable reformer 
hag recently passed away in the per- 
eon of Joseph Arch, at the ripe age of 
93 years. By way of ftntroducing to 
the many readers of The Bulletin the 
article in question the writer has 
thought fit to give a few particulars 
of this wonderful man and his early 
work in behalf of the laboring classes 
in England, Up to the time that Jos, 
Arch was led to start out on his wond- 
erful campaign—that of 
in the strongest terms—the lot of the 
common agricultural laborer in the 
different shires of England, conditions 
amongst these people were terrible in 
the extreme, Indeed these tillers of 
the soil were little better than slaves 
to the masters, the squire and the 
farmers, Wages were unspeakably 
low, living poor, indeed it was just a 
bare existence for the common people, 
and no wonder they were led to cry 
out over thelr sufferings. It is re- 
gerettable, but nevertheless true that 
the squire and the parson practically 
ruled supreme in the country villages 
and carried sway over these poor help- 
less people The writer being fami!li- 
arly acquainted with Arch’s life and 
work, takes pleasure in relating a few 
widitional facts other than those 
found in the article in question, 

@hortly after Joseph Arch became 
the recognized head of the agricultural 
laborers’ movement in 1872, the gov- 
ernments of the different British do- 
minions were seeking immigrants to 
develop their respective countries, 

Agents were sent to England from 
Canada, Australia and New Zealand 
for the purpose of inducing people of 
the farming class to emigrate to the 
countries which they represented, 
They got into touch with Joseph Arch | 
and his big organization and as a re- 
sult many thousands of families were 
prevailed upon to leave their native 
fand and seek their fortunes in these | 
newer lands. | 

‘his was in the days of the “old | 
wooden sailing vessels’'——comparative- 
ly speaking there were very few 
steamers trading on the great deep at | 
that time, 

Doubtless there are thousands of | 
Canadian citizens in all parts of this 
vast Dominion who are under a debt | 
of gratitude to Joseph Arch and his 
co-workers for betng the means of im- 
proving their lot in Mfe. 

‘Thousands in this and the other Do- 
minions named have made good 
many are practically independent and 
their fortunate descendants are un- 
doubtedly indebted to Arch and his 
organization for Inducing their par- 
ents to leave the old land, ! 

As one who reveres the memory of 
this great and noble man, the writer 
has been constrained to give to the 
readers of The Bulletin this added in- | 
formation respecting Joseph Arch and 
his work. 

His biography is on the bookshelves 
of the Edmonton public Ibrary and 
to anyone interested in the life of a 
great and good man, it is a book well 
worth reading. 

The article from the 
says:— 

Mr, Joseph Arch, the former cham- 
pion of the agricultural laborer, died 
on Wednesday at his native village of 
Barford, Warwickshire, aged 93 In 
i872 the name of Joseph Arch was on 
the lips of all who desired or dreaded 
great changes in the condition of rural 
Mngland, He was born on November 
10 1826, His father was a farm lab- | 
orer, a famous hedger and ditcher in 
hs time, a man of sobriety, intellig- 
ence and sturdy independence, of 
woom it was told that on one occasion | 
he refused to obey orders to sign a pe- 
t tion in favor of the corn laws. Arch's 
training was that of the ordinary War- 
wieckshire peasant. From six to nine 
yours of age he was at school, where | 
he learnt to read and write—rudimen- 
tary knowledge which he did his best 
in after years to increase, F'rst hired 
os a bird-scarer at fourpence a day, 
then a ploughboy, and at an early age 
a teameter, he continued to live at 
Rarford; married the daughter of a 
inpechanic at the neighboring village 
of Wellesbourne; and had a good 
name asa steady, industrious, capable 
laborer Finding his wages insuffl- 
efent for his familly, he took to “job- 
bing work-——«eravel digging, wood-cut- 
ting, draining) and hedge-cutting. He 
was particularly expert at the last- 
named work, and he mentions tn his 
autoblography that he won in open 
competition against all comers “the

We ought to be at the very pinnacle 
of our political greatness, 

For we have borne the chief part— | 
by sea and land-——in winning the big- 
gest war of all time; we have crushed | 
the largest army the world has known;

Never in all her history has Britain 
geemed so mighty and go formidable. 

And yet we stand in imminent dan- 
ger of enfeeblement and collapse 
There are signs and purtents which 
threaten us with defeat as fatal as 
any that the kaiser’s legions could 
have inflicted upon us. 

We balance on the razor's edge; and 
if the beam tilts the wrong way a few 
years may find us reduced to the rank 
of @ second-rate power, weak, poor 
and impotent, 

Our atrength, our influence in the 
counails of Hurope, our prestige, our 
world-empire, depend on our indus- | 
trial and economic supremacy. Lowe | 
that, and we lose all, 

And if we look around we cannot | 
fall to gee that we may lose it, if we 
do not in good time arrest some tend- | 
encies al too prevalent at the mo- | 
ment, } 

Let us remember that the manufac- 
turing and commercial preponderance 
of Britain has been Jargely artificial 
and accidental, It is the work of men's | 
hands and brains—aided by extraor- 
dinary luck, | 

Nature has not done very much for | 
us, We live in a moist, foggy island 
group, small in extent, rather sparsely | 
provided, except in one particular, 
with natural products. | 

We cannot raige corn and meat | 


cotton spinners of the world, but we 
have no cotton; nor have we enough 
wool, copper, timber, or flax to supply 
our needs; to gay nothing of such 
things as rubber, jute, oil and nickel, 
We had a good deal of iron and tin| 
onee; but our metalliferous mines are 
running low, and there are wealthier 
veins tn other countries, 

One splendid natural asset we do 
possess. We still have magnificent 
hoards of coal, and it is on these that |

receive interest, but pay it to those 
(chiefly in America) to whom we have 
assigned a large part of our capital in 
order to meet our day-to-day expenses, 
since we could not cover them out of 
income, 

We ave not covering them yet. The 
colossal debt we rolled up in four years 
and a ha'f is not being reduced, it is 
increasing. We are still spending some 
seven millions a day, and though we 
shall gradually diminish the figure it 
must be some time before we get it 
down below the two millions dally, 
which is all we raive by taxation, Our 
disturbed and shaken industry goes 
staggering on under this appalling 
burden of debt and taxation, 

We are thus actually worse, much 
worse off, than we were in 1914; and 
we are also relatively worse off, for 
we have more serious rivalry to face.
